Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicant's arguments pertain to the recited "a filter modulation generating means for continuously varying the 
minimum loss center wavelength range of said wavelength tunable filter with time" and discusses that the examiner is using the Faraday 
rotator disclosed by the Jeon reference as the tunable filter. After reviewing applicant's arguments and the final office action It is not clear 
how applicant has made such an assumption, however the Jeon reference discloses a filter (111), which is an acoustic-optic tunable filter 
and applicant's filter modulation generating means Is also an acoustic-optic tunable filter, as disclosed within the specification and recited 
in claim 5. Thereby, absent of any structural difference between the filters, both acoustic-optic tunable filters have the same structure and 
will provide the same function as implied by applicant's acoustic-optic tunable filter, which provides modulation and variation of the 
wavelength loss center . 
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
